Nation's Farmers 
Seek Loans, Credits 


JACKSON, Miss. (AP) - With 
spring planting nearing, American 
farmers are concerned about securing 
loans and operating credit to cover the 
mounting costs of seeds, fertilizer, 
tractors and hired hands, a 50-state 
survey shows. 
“ It’s obvious that the major problem 
for farmers across the nation will be 
paying for the various inputs (needed 
for planting),” said Dick Knight of the 
federal-state Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service. “ It appears that 
the 
agricultural 
m aterials 
are 
available if you can pay the price.” 
The survey of agriculture officials 
was compiled at the request of 
Mississippi Agriculture Commissioner 
Jim Buck Ross. 
Ross, who chairs the energy and 
farm supply committee of the National 
Association of State Departments of 
Agriculture, asked for information 
about elements critical to planting.

Spring stirred up tornados and 
flooding across Ohio over the weekend 
and the National Weather Service 
warned that today could bring more 
high water by posting a flash flood 
watch for southern and central Ohio. 
Rain and thunderstorms were 
forecast for today and tonight with 
locally heavy rain expected to cause 
small stream and urban flooding in the 
southern half of Ohio. 
A low pressure system developing in 
Oklahoma was expected to move 
through Ohio today and tonight, 
touching off the showers, which will 
change to snow flurries Tuesday as a 
result of cold air drawn in behind the 
storm. 
Highs today were to be in the 50s and 
60s, falling into the 40s Tuesday. 
Flooding problems eased Sunday as 
water receded in Holmes County and 
other sections of eastern Ohio that 
were affected by Saturday’s day-long 
rainfall, the weather service reported. 
The most serious weekend tornado 
swept through northern Ashland 
County late Saturday on a path that 
took it through southern Cuyahoga 
County into Ashtabula County. 
The Ashland County Sheriff reported 
one house was leveled in the com­ 
munity of Bailey I^akes, north of 
Ashland. Two other homes were 
damaged slightly and some bricks 
were tom off an apartment complex, 
the sheriff reported. Five persons were 
treated for minor injuries and 
released. 
Civil defense officials estimated 
storm damage in Bailey lakes was $1 
million. 
The twister then moved through 
Solon and Moreland Heights in 
Cuyahoga 
County, 
damaging 
a 
building in Solon and ripping down 
utility lines and trees in both cities. 
In the Cincinnati area, tornados 
touched down in sparsely populated 
areas in Highland County. Some farm 
buildings were damaged in the small 
town of Buford and one motorist 
reported his car was lifted off the road 
and dropped facing the opposite 
direction. 
Brown County officials reported high 
winds, but it was not determined if 
light damage there was caused by a 
tornado. 
Xenia was included in a tornado 
watch issued by the National Weather 
Service late Saturday, on the eve of the 
third anniversary of the Greene 
County community’s deadly twister. 
Saturday's rain dropped more than 
two and one-third inches of rain in the 
Dayton area, with several other parts 
of the state receiving one inch or more.

The runoff caused flooding in 
Holmes County and less serious 
problems in Dayton, the AkronCanton 
area, and parts of Morgan, Athens and 
Washington counties. 
The 
nation’s 
midsection 
was 
blanketed with wet weather today, 
with thunderstorms in some areas and 
forecasts of snow in Kansas, Nebraska 
and the upper Great lakes states. 


A low pressure center in Oklahoma 
brought rain and snow to Kansas, 
while thunderstorms hit Texas, 
Oklahoma and Arkansas. A warm 
front reaching from northeast Texas to 
Georgia also brought thunderstorms 
that stretch into Tennessee and 
showers that reach northward into the 
Ohio Valley and Virginia. 
From one to three inches of rain was 


reported in portions of northern 
Mississippi. Hash flood watches were 
in effect in that state as well as sec­ 
tions of Tennessee, southeastern 
Oklahoma, across southern and 
central Missouri and into the southern 
sections of Illinois, Indiana and Ohio. 
Travel advisories for rain changing 
to snow were in effect for northwestern

NFO President Speaker 
At Annual Banquet Here

Oven lee Staley, president of the Na­ 
tional Farmers Organization since its 
inception in 1955, was the speaker at 
the annual Pickaway County NFO 
banquet Saturday. 
Staley said the NFO was started in 
the fall of 1955 as a protest group. In 
1958 the organization started in selec­ 
tive bargaining, using holding actions 
to gain recognition. He said that in 1965 
processing companies began taking 
NFO products. 
Staley’s itinerary on Saturday was to 
have included a stop in Michigan 
where the NFO was to sign a milk 
marketing contract. This stop was 
cancelled by Saturday’s rain, how­ 
ever. 


The banquet Saturday was served by 
Pickaway County Granges. 
Staley opened his remarks Saturday 
by telling those present that "farmers 
have been living in a dream world. We 
do not recognize how organized the 
rest of the world is. 
"In any walk of life, four or five 
large companies wind up controlling 50 
to 75 per cent of the business," he said. 
"They have the ability to determine 
u hat our costs are going to be and they 
can protect their profit.” 
Staley said that over 90 per cent of 
all fanners believe they should be 
organized and believe that farmers 
should have some say in how much 
they get for their products. 


But he pointed out that very few per­ 
sons, organizations or businesses out­ 
side of agriculture want to see the 
farmers organized. 
"Farmers have more strength than 
industry and labor combined,” Staley 
told those at the meeting. 
“ But 
strength unused is weakness.” 
He warned that farmers cannot rely 
on government for a guaranteed price. 
The aim of the NFO is to get farmers 
the cost of production plus a reason­ 
able profit for their work according to 
Staley. 
County President Tom Conrad of 
New Holland served as master of cere­ 
monies for the program. The Writsel 
Trio provided the musical program. 


Twelve of the responding states said 
operating loans were hard to get, and 
15 states said funds for farm im­ 
provements were scarce. 
“ If the farmer has good collateral he 
can get credit,” said G.F. Vaughn of 
the state Agriculture Department. 
"But in some states, Mississippi in 
particular, disastrous crop years 
mean many farmers have used up all 
the equity in land and equipment, and 
they are in very bad shape trying to 
find credit.” 
Drought in the Grain Belt states and 
far West are causing additional 
financial problems for fanners, the 
researchers added. 
Raw materials, while in short supply 
in some areas, appeared sufficient 
nationwide, according to the study 
which analyzed the nation by districts. 
But tight supplies and shortages of 
some items such as nitrogen-enriched 
fertilizer 
were 
blamed by 
the 
researchers for rising costs. 
The price of a sack of fertilizer has 
climbed 64 per cent since 1973, the 
researchers said. The cost of other 
farm chemicals has risen some 48 per 
cent in the same period. 
The survey showed that other areas 
where costs have climbed sharply 
included farm equipment, seed, farm 
supplies and fann labor.

Governorship Civil Service, Politics To Mix? 


BOW IJNG G REEN , Ohio (AP) - 
Saying he expects the field to be wide 
open, House Minority leader Charles 
F. Kurfess has announced he will seek 
the 
Republican 
nomination 
for 
governor rn 1978. 
The Perrysburg Republican said 
Saturday he believes GOP Gov. James 
A. Rhodes will not seek another term 
and former U.S. Atty. Gen. William B. 
Saxbe is not interested in the job. 
" I ’m not out picking a fight with the 
governor whatsoever,” Kurfess said. 
" I don't think he’s going to run. but 
that’s a decision he’s gouig to have to 
make. 
Kurfess said he talked about his race 
with Saxbe, a popular Republcian 
vote-getter who has been mentioned as 
a possible candidate, and Saxbe ex­ 
pressed no interest in seeking the 
governorship. 
Speaking to a group of supporters in 
Bowling Green, Kurfess said he 
considers himself as qualified as 
anyone who has expressed an interest 
in running for the state’ highest office. 
"This is early, I recognize that,” 
said Kurfess, whose name won’t be on 
the ballot until the June 3, 1978, 
primary eleciton. “ But we’ve got to do 
it early.” 
The 
highest 
ranking 
House 
Republican 
cited 
departure 
of 
residents and business from Ohio as a 
major problems facing the state. And 
he blamed what he called an an­ 
tibusiness sentiment in the General 
Assembly for causing some of the 
problem.

WASHINGTON (A P) — An untapped 
army of potential campaign workers 
may be available to recruiters before 
the next elections. Congress is con­ 
sidering repeal of the law that keeps 
federal employes out of the political 
arena. 


There are more than 2.8 million ot 
them in Washington and across the 
nation, and their likely political impact 
exceeds their number. Given their 
occupations and their stakes in the 
government, they are far more likely 
than average citizens to take an active 
role in politics. 


For 70 years, by regulation and then 
by law, civil service employes have 
been forbidden from participating in 
partisan politics. 


A bill to end that prohibition has 
President Carter’s support, and the 
odds are good that it will be approved. 
Repeal of the Hatch Act is a priority 
item for organized labor, which suf­ 
fered a major setback on a picketing 
bill in its first House test this year, and 
now is determined to show its muscle 
in tests ahead. 


Republican foes of the measure 
suspect that one purpose of the bill is 
the creation of a promising target for 
Democratic campaign recruiters. 
They are ready to fight the measure. 
There also is opposition from some 
people in the upper reaches of the civil 
service, who are worried that their 
politics might be all too visible under 
the new rules. They look back to the 
effort Richard Nixon made to pry 
Democrats out of the civil service. 
Congress passed a Hatch Act repeal 
bill in 1976, but then-President Gerald 
Ford vetoed it, sounding what likely 
will be the Republican theme in the 
coming debate. “ The fundamental 
objection to this bill is that politicizing 
the civil service is intolerable," Ford 
said. 
Sponsors say the measure wouldn't 
do that, and decribe the issue as one of 
civil rights for government employes. 
"Unlike other Americans, they 
cannot run as a partisan candidate for 
any public office, cannot hold party 
office, and cannot even do volunteer 


work in a partisan political cam­ 
paign,” Carter said in his message 
endorsing the bill. 
The White House wants the bill 
revised to stiffen penalties against any 
government official who tries to coerce 
his subordinates into political ac­ 
tivities or contributions. 
The administration also favors 
broadened guidelines to keep politics 
off limits for employes deemed to hold 
sensitive positions in law enforcement, 
tax collection, the awarding of 


government grants and similar slots, 
where even the appearance of partisan 
influence would be harmful. 
But, whatever happens on the 
details, the basic argument will 
remain political: should they or 
shouldn't they? If the answer from 
Congress is yes, the challenge to the 
administration will be to show that the 
political barrier can be lowered for 
federal employes without permitting 
the kind of abuses that led to its 
erection in the first place. 
Carter and Sadat 
Seek Path To Peace 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Jim m y 
Carter and Anwar Sadat, two deeply 
religious men of rural origin, will try to 
find out whether they have a common 
approach toward settling the Arab- 
Israeli conflict. 
Today's White House session bet­ 
ween the U.S. and Egyptian presidents 
follows a traditional arrival ceremony 
for Sadat, the first Arab leader to 
confer with President Carter. 
Both already are on record as 
believing 1977 is a unique year for 
negotiations. 
Sadat told reporters rn Paris on 
Sunday before flying here: 
"This is one of the most .suitable 
moments in history for solving the 
very difficult and very complicated 
problem of the Middle East." 
The Egyptian president earlier said 
he expects to hit it off with Carter. 
"I believe we have many things in 
common,” Sadat said, “ as people who 
come from the village, who emerged 
from the people, and who have our 
strong belief in God and religious 
ethics.” 
Sadat arrived at nearby Andrews 
Air Force Base on Sunday night. He 
was greeted by a delegation headed by 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance. Vance 
rode with Sadat to Blair House, the 
official government guest residence 
across Pensylvania Avenue from the 
White House. 
Over the weekend an apparent 


divergence surfaced between Sadat 
and Jordan's King Hussein on the 
timing for a Geneva peace conference. 
Husseui told reporters in Anian on 
Saturday night that the Arab states 
need more tune to work out a united 
delegation, 
including 
Palestine 
liberation Organization elements. 
Sadat, on the other hand, has in­ 
sisted on an inunediate resumption of 
the peace conference, which Carter 
hopes can be undertaken before the 
end of this year. 
Carter already has met with Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin, a visit 
that produced a series of disclosures 
by the President on his own outline for 
a settlement. 
These included a "homeland” for 
Palestinian refugees as well as 
"defensible borders” for Israel.

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Congressional 
Easter Parade 
Gets Under W ay 


WASHINGTON <AP) — The annual 
congressional Raster Parade gets 
under way late this week when the 535 
members of Congress head home for a 
10-day recess. 
But before they leave, a few items 
remain to be cleared from the agendas 
of the House and Senate, including a 
bill to change the way members of 
Congress get their pay raises, a 
measure designed to clamp down on 
the methods used by bill collectors and 
a visit by Henry Kissinger. 
The former secretary of state was 
scheduled today to make his first 
appearance as a witness before a 
congressional committee since he left 
office with the Ford administration. 
Kissinger agreed to appear before 
the Senate subcommittee on energy 
conservation and regulation in his 
capacity as chairman of the advisory 
board of the Alliance to Save Energy, a 
citizens panel formed recently to 
promote energy conservation. 
The House is likely to face a vote on 
an attempt to require Congress to vote 
affirmatively in order for any future 
pay raise to take effect. The raise that 
took effect in February was approved 
when neither the House nor the Senate 
rejected it. 
The pay raise plan is part of a bill to 
renew emergency jobless aid for more 
than 500,000 long-term jobless persons 
in 31 states. 
The jobless benefit portion of the bill 
would provide an additional 13 weeks 


of federal unemployment benefits to 
persons who have exhausted the 39 
weeks assistance available under 
regular program s. The extended 
benefits would be available to long­ 
term unemployed in states where the 
jobless rate is at least 5 per cent. 


The House had passed the jobless 
bill, but when it reached the Senate, 
Sen. Dewey Bartlett, R-Okla., suc­ 
ceeded in attaching an amendment 
changing the pay raise procedure. A 
B artlett proposal to repeal the 
February raise was voted down. 
The bill then went to a Senate-House 
conference committee where the pay 
raise amendment was dropped. But 
House Republicans jumped at the 
chance to embarras the Democratic 
majority and threatened to make an 
issue of the conference committee 
action. 
The 
com m ittee 
quickly 
reconvened and restored the pay raise 
amendment. 


Meanwhile, the com m ittee in­ 
vestigating the assassinations of John 
F. Kennedy and Martin Luther King 
Jr., continues its work with House 
approval for an extended life. 
Rep. Richardson Pryor, DN.C., a 
member of the panel, which has been 
making more headlines with its in­ 
ternal problems than with its in­ 
vestigation, told reporters he hopes the 
committee can concentrate on its work 
and “drop out of your sights for 
several months.” 
Air Crash Victim s' 
Rem ains Back Home 
DOVER, Del. (AP) - With what a 
Pan Am official said was ‘‘all the 
respect and dignity possible,” the 
remains of 326 victims of the world’s 
worst air disaster arrived at the Dover 
Air Force Base mortuary for iden­ 
tification. 
A team of 90 Air Force, Army and 
FBI experts today begins its analysis 
of the bodies of persons killed in the 
collision of two Boeing 747 jets March 
27 in the Canary Islands. 
A base spokesman said that, once 
identified, the bodies probably would 
be turned over to a team of local 
funeral directors. They then will be 
shipped to the victims’ families, most 
of them in California. 
The remains flown here Sunday 
were of passengers aboard a Pan Am 
jet rammed by a Dutch KIM plane on 
the runway of the airport at Santa Cruz

de Tenerife. The collision killed more 
than 570 people. 
The KIM passengers and crew, all 
of whom were killed, were flown to the 
Netherlands for identification. 
William Waltrip, Pan Am vice 
president in charge of operations, said 
he was confident all the victims would 
be identified, although many of the 
bodies are badly burned and mangled. 
A spokesman for the airline said the 
work of the 90 pathologists, dentists, 
blood specialists, 
radiologists and 
fingerprint experts was expected to 
take a week or more. 
An interdenominational memorial 
service was held Sunday when the 
bodies arrived at the base airfield on 
two Pan AM freighters. During the 
service, two draped and flower-laden 
coffins, representative of the hundreds 
still inside the planes, were placed in 
waiting hearses. With representatives 
of the airline looking on, a Catholic 
priest, a Protestant minister and a 
rabbi made short statements. 
The wooden coffins containing the 
other bodies then were transported to 
the mortuary. 
Waltrip said the airline was doing all 
it could to asure ‘ respect and dignity” 
during the process.

Rhodes Rips 
Colum bia

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
James A. Rhodes leveled another blast 
at the Columbia Gas System today, 
calling the firm’s performance during 
last winter ‘‘dismal and inexcusable.” 
‘‘There is something wrong with 
Columbia’s planning process that must 
be corrected immediately,” Rhodes 
said in a prepared text to be delivered 
today at a Columbus Rotary Club 
luncheon. 
“We can’t stand another winter of 
gas shortages like we’ve had this 
year,” he added. 
Rhodes said better planning by the 
state’s gas utilities can avoid a repeat 
of 1977’s severe energy shortages. 
The governor complained that while 
one million Ohioans were temporarily 
out of work because of the natural gas 
shortage, not a single worker was idled 
in either Michigan or Illinois. 
“The gas companies serving those 
states were able to meet industrial as 
well as residential and commercial 
needs 
even 
in 
the 
record 
cold 
weather,” Rhodes said. The governor 
said the same kind of service is needed 
in Ohio. 
Rhodes outlined a four-point plan 
which he claimed would avoid a repeat 
of last winter’s energy problems. 
He called for Ohio utilities to obtain 
additional supplies of gas; a major 
expansion of the state’s self-help 
drilling program; a switch to alternate 
fuels by Ohio industries and increased 
oil storage facilities before next 
winter. 
Anticipating President C arter’s 
proposed new federal energy policy, to 
be unveiled April 20, Rhodes said any 
program that “does not contain plans 
for the all-out development of domestic 
natural gas and oil reserves will be 
doomed to failure.” 
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be needed. 
In response to a query, a spokesman 
for fifth-ranked Armco Steel Corp. said 
he agreed with Bethlehem’s analysis. 
“Steel prices have never really 
caught up with inflation,” he said. 
Other firms have been tightlipped 
about possible price rises, but 
few dispute unfavorable economic 
facts. 
“There is still a lot of cost pressure. 
Energy was particularly costly this 
past winter and then there’s the 
contract with the steelworkers coming 
up. Obviously they’re not going to 
settle for less than they already have,” 
said one industry analyst. 
Lykes Corp. and W heeling-Pitt- 
sburgh Steel Corp. also have said they 
expect losses in the brat three months 
of this year. 
In a recent analysis, New York’s 
Citibank reported that the 49 largest 
iron and steel companies made $340.5 
million in the last quarter of 1976, a 20 
per cent drop compared to the same 
period in 1975. 
Some steel buyers apparently have 
begun bracing for higher prices, 
although none would speculate on how 
much the increases might be or what 
product lines they would cover.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Winter is 
gone, and so too is the natural gas 
em ergency, 
according 
to 
a 
proclamation by President Carter. 
C arter officially declared the 
emergency ended Friday, on a sunny 
day with temperatures in the mid­ 
sixties and the famed cherry tees 
beginning to blossom. 
However, the proclamation included 
a caution: 
“The fact that this winter’s natural 
gas emergency is over in no way 
signals an end to our energy crisis,” 
the President wrote. “On the contrary, 
it is a reminder that our natural gas 
supply is far short 
of potential 
demand.” 
The gas emergency was proclaimed 
Feb. 2 to deal with the natural gas 
shortages in areas that were afflicted 
with unusually cold weather. 
Carter urged “remedial action to 
develop a natural gas policy as part of 
a com prehensive energy policy.’’ 
Otherwise, he said, “our economy, and 
even our homes, will be in increasing 
danger with each passing year.” 
Carter is planning to unveil an 
energy program by April 20. 


Farm Fam ily 
Bill Approved 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A bill 
which perm its children of farm 
families to do certain chores on their 
parents’ property, without being in 
violation of child labor laws, has been 
approved 87-0 by the House. 


Sponsoring Rep. Eugene Branstool, 
D-l Utica, said the measure allows 
circumvention of existing laws which 
prohibit youngsters under 18 from a 
variety of hazardous jobs. 


Some include operation of elevators 
or mechanical lifting devices, oiling 
and cleaning of moving equipment, 
and operating of emery wheels. 


The House defeated 55-32 an 
amendment by Rep. 
Gene Dam- 
schroder, R-85 Fremont, extending the 
bib’s provisions to work done by 
minors on farms of neighbors, if ac­ 
companied by their parents, for 
seasonal harvests and similar pur­ 
poses. 
Branstool’s bill now goes to the

Speaking Of Your Health

I am recovering from a heart attack. 
Before this episode I never had a pain 
in my chest or any indication of heart 
trouble. My doctor insists that the 
electrocardiogram definitely shows 
that I must have had an attack before 
this one. Is this possible without any 
pain or discomfort? 
Mr. S. L H , Mass 
Dear Mr. H.: 
Your story is not an unusual one. 
There are probably thousands of 
people who have had small, “silent” 
heart attacks without any pain and 
without any interferences in their daily 
lives. 
When doctors take a careful history 
of a patient's background, they 
frequently uncover for the first time 
the memory of an unusual experience 
that might relate to a “sbent” heart 
attack. 
Bouts of indigestion are usually 
forgotten. Such a noctural affair 
thought to be due to overindulgence in 
food and drink may in reality have 
been a small, “sbent" heart attack. 
The scars in the heart muscle 
remain, and they show up in a routine 
electrocardiogram examination. 
This problem has become so im­ 
portant that highly sensitive tests are 
now being used in an effort to find out 
the earliest presence of a heart attack 
that would not yet show up in an 
electrocardiogram. Special enzyme 
tests of the blood may show evidence of 
a small heart attack, even in the ab­ 
sence of heart symptoms. 
It is hoped that these silent coronary 
heart attacks will be brought out into 
the open so that patients can readjust 
their patterns of living and, perhaps, 


avoid the more critical heart attacks. 
I hope a great many of my readers 
will benefit from your experience and 
give greater credence to a bout of 
indigestion whose meaning should not 
be overlooked. 


I don't take sleeping pills often, but 
when I do I have the worst hangover, 
the next day. Are there any pills that 
wib not leave one so worn out? 
MissR. P. R.,Ky. 
Dear MissR.: 
The after-effects of sleeping pbls 
vary with the amount and the par­ 
ticular kind of pill that is taken. Some 
people cannot tolerate even small 
doses of sleeping pills while others can 
tolerate and, in fact, require a con­ 
siderably larger dose. 
People must learn their own 
tolerance to drugs, and stay within 
those limits. Doctors usually shift 
from one mild sleeping pill to another 
when their patients have 
unusual 
reactions to them.

S/avery Era Time O f Collective 'Crucifixion' 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This first in- 
stallment of a five-part Easter series 
on the faith of blacks deals with 
slavery times, figuratively a collective 
crucifixion.

They’ve walked a special road, 
tm refoot, half clad, mocked, in chains. 
They’ve moved through a 
brutal 
terrain, enough to break body and 
spirit. TTiey’ve suffered, struggled, 
died. But black Americans have en­ 
dured. They’ve traversed the night and 
see faint streaks of dawn. 
“A new world’s a cornin’,” goes their 
old slave hymn of yearning. 
But the ordeal has been long, the 
burden heavy and the pain deep. For 
246 years, from the time the first 20 
black slaves were landed at the colony 
of Jamestown, Va., in 1619 until the end 
of the Civil War in 1865, they lived in 
bondage — owned, bartered, driven, 
worked as chattels. For another IOO 
years 
they 
were 
segregated, 
demeaned, lynched, rejected and shut 
out. 
It has scarred the generations, three 
and a half centuries of variously 
legalized and uncodified ostracism, 
both overt and camouflaged. Every 
day, everywhere across the nation, 
north and south, blacks and their 
children confronted handicaps and 
searing 
psychological 
wounds. 
Shunned, put down, denied. 
‘‘Nobody knows the trouble I see,” 
an old spiritual puts it. "Nobody knows 
but Jesus.”

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They’ve not only known the out­ 
pouring force of his crucifixion, but in 
a graphic way, they've shared it. 
"Yes, some of us have died on that 
tree, too,” says Thelma 
Barnes, 
executive director of Black Methodists 
for Church Renewal. "We’ve been 
through the crucifixion.” 
They’ve 
suffered vicariously on their cross for 
healing of a national affliction. 
Religion always has been a per­ 
vasive, distinctly intim ate reality 
among blacks. They’ve experienced in 
their own lives the ancient Biblical 
paradigms of abusive oppression and 
sustenance through 
it. 
They’ve 
to the heralded divine promises of 
ultimate deliverance and equity. 
"Blessed are those who mourn, ’’ 
Jesus says in Matthew 5:4, "for they 
shall be comforted.” 
They’ve also 
found 
historical 
identity with the Israelites under the 
lash of Egyptian slavery and longed 
for their own liberation. They’ve heard 
concern for their own plight thun­ 
dering through the Old Testament 
prophets in denunciation of victimizing 
the weak and the poor. 
"Let justice roll down like the waters 
. . . ” demands Amos 5:24. 
Applied to their own times, blacks 
have withstood the fiery furnace with 
Shadrack, Meshack and Abednego, 
strode with Daniel in the lions' den and 
gleaned hope in their own dire cir­ 
cum stances from the m iraculous 
deliverance. They’ve lived the tor­ 
ments, drunk the bitter cups and 
rejoiced in the Biblical vision of a 
"new heaven and a new earth.” like 
Jews in their Passover reenactments, 
blacks tasted the drugs of thralldom 
and they sing: 
"Go down Moses. Tell old Pharaoh, 
‘Let my people go!’ ” 
Estim ates are that IO million 
Africans were shipped in irons to 
America in the nearly three centuries 
of slave traffic, although the average 
mortality totaled about 50 per cent 
from congestion, heartbreak and 
disease: 12.5 per cent at sea, 4.5 per 
cent waiting in harbors and 33 per cent 
in "seasoning” to heavy labor. 
Both whites and black 
African 
chieftains took part in that ruthless 
com merce, 
often 
seizing 
whole 
villages in raids and marching the 
captives in miles-long "coffles” to 
coastal shipping pens, shackled two- 
by-two, the right wrist and ankle of one 
to the left wrist and ankle of the other 
Occasionally, on the crossings, 
slaves mutinied but seldom had a 
chance. 
Some 
captives 
hanged 
them selves or jumped overboard 
rather than submit, joining the dead 
tossed out from the packed holds, 
drawing a trail of sharks behind. In 
one five-year span, 1750 to 1755, the 
number of bodies dumped in New York 
harbor alone totalled 2.000. 
"Father, forgive them,” Jesus said 
on the cross, “for they know not what 
they do.” 
"Hie victims were of many tribes, 
variously dark and light brown of skin. 
They were sold at auctions or in 
"scrambles" at which buyers agreed 
on a price per head in each category — 
men, women, girls, boys — and then 
scrambled among the lot to pick in­ 
dividuals of the type purchased. 
These forced immigrants, tom from 
their native land, often divided from 
mates and children, dispersed among 
other Africans of unfamiliar heritages 
in a way that gradually blotted out 
tribal cultures, were defined and 
handled as property, work stock. They 
bore the brunt of the physical toil in the 
raising of a nation. 
Under white “overseers” and their 
squads of black “drivers,” the slaves 
cleared forests, turned the sod. planted 


fields, built roads, ground cane, 
opened mines. They hoisted rails, 
tugged barges, toted the bales, 
laboring in gangs, often under the 
harsh discipline of a bullwhip, they 
powered much of the swelling 
production of mines, mills and plan­ 
tations of tobacco, rice, cane and 
cotton that built the wealth of early 
America. 
But they them selves remained 
em ptyhanded, 
considered 
mere 
utilitarian creatures to use or misuse 
at the whim of masters. Flogged, 
raped, shot, they had no legal rights, 
no standing in court, as confirmed by 
the U.S. Supreme Court as late as 1857 
in the Dred Scott decision. They were 
totally subject to owners — some kind, 
some cruel. 
"As you did it to one of the least of 
these my brethren,” Jesus said in 
Matthew 25:40, "you did it to me.” 
Slave families often were split, their 
children, sisters, brothers, wives, sold 
to traveling dealers. Some owners 
prohibited marriage among slaves, 
preferring to work them steadily until 
worn out. “It’s cheaper to buy than 
breed,” the saying went. 
"Did the 1,-ord deliver Daniel?" went 
their bracing old spiritual. "Then why 
not every man?” 
Particulars of African religion soon 
faded into vague, fragmentary rem­ 
nants among American blacks, thrown 
into a strange environment, scattered, 
disoriented, their ties of language, 
tribe and custom broken. However, in 
their travail, they eagerly grasped an 
alternative in Christianity, which they 
learned from roving white Baptist and 
Methodist evangelists and from the 
humming "grapevine” that circulated 
in the slave quarters. 
To sustain their sense of personal 
worth, dignity and faith in life itself, 
they found that resource in the Biblical 
accounts of a God of love and justice, 
who cared for all his children, even 
downtrodden slaves, who hated evil 
and oppression and who in time would 
destroy them. 
"His eye is on the sparrow," goes the 
reassuring spiritual, so he’s "watching 
over me." 
Evangelistic drives through the 
country, the "great awakenings” that 
both preceded and followed the 
Revolution, converted thousands, both 
black and whites in mixed crowds. 
Although only a small proportion of 
slaves were directly touched in these 
public gatherings, the others acquired 
smatterings of it second-hand — from 
their fellow slaves. 
It was the "sustaining power” and 
basis of the "spirit of endurance which 
the slaves developed and which was 
sociologically so remarkable,” writes 
black historian Harry V. Richardson, 
in his book, "Dark Salvation.” It 
enabled them to "endure slavery 
without ever accepting it.” 
Early white evangelists, Baptists, 
Presbyterians 
and 
Methodists, 
directly atta *ked slavery in the name 
of Biblical faith. 
But after 1800, with the slave 
population of a million buttressing the 
entire economy and with tensions over 
it mounting, white churches lowered 
their voice of protest, tile preachers 
sometimes citing isolated Bible texts 
to defend submission to masters. 
Initially, slaves were integrated with 
whites in churches, north and south, 
but as 1800 approached, blacks were 
segregated to balconies and side 
benches, causing them to leave to form 
their own churches. 
While some white masters en­ 
couraged religion among their slaves, 
others permitted it only reluctantly 
and rigidly restricted slave religious 
m eetings, 
often 
forbade 
them 
altogether or made sure a vigilant

white was on hand to listen and watch 
against any hint of freedom, even in 
prayers. Such talk was subject to 
flogging. 
But the slave preachers became 
experts at innuendo. They invented 
term inology 
and 
sesquipedalian 
words, a kind of covert lingo that 
reached the black sorrows and 
aspirations and conveyed God’s 
demand for justice without explicit 
applications of it. 
Most slaves were deliberately 
deprived of education. I .-earning to 
read and write was punishable by 
whipping or imprisonment. Some 
learned piecemeal anyhow, either 
from indulgent masters or roundabout 
means. "They learned to read the 
Bible without knowing the alphabet,” a 
saying went. They rendered it “by 
heart," sometimes in flowery, garbled 
fashion but with vividness and fervor. 
"The Spirit of the Lord . .. has sent 
me to proclaim release to the captives 
. . . to set at liberty those who are 
oppressed,” Jesus says in the good 
book. Luke 4:18. 
At the secret meetings of the 
"Invisible” church in the bayous, in 
the "brush arbor" gatherings, “praise 
cabins" and "bush” churches, the 
black preachers proclaimed God’s 
summons to freedom, his wrath at 
slavery and intent to wipe it out. 
"Thus says the Lord: 
Execute 
justice in the morning,” proclaims 
Jeremiah 21:12, “and deliver from the 
hand of the oppressor.” 
Most slave preachers stopped short 
of exhorting insurrection, often 
projecting deliverance into a future 
life, but this was an interim strategy, 
and the implications also bore on 
immediate circumstances. 
Indicating 
the 
inflam m atory 
potentialities of the Biblical teachings, 
several colonies passed laws for­ 
bidding 
independent 
religious 
gatherings of blacks under penalties of 
shipping and fines. Nevertheless, 
recurrent black uprisings came 
anyhow, 
usually 
led 
by 
black 
preachers. About 200 of them are 
recorded in the slavery period, small 
and large, always crushed, generally 
with mass hangings. 
"Joshua fit de battle of Jericho and 
the walls came tumbling down," goes 
the old spiritual. 
Virginia's governor in 
1831 
at­ 
tributed the revolts to conspiratorial 
reading of the Bible and "black 
preachers” teaching that “God is no 
respecter of persons.” Grand juries 
and newspapers of that era also 
blamed "incendiary preachers” and 
"religious rebels.” There was a suc­ 
cession of black preacher-rebels, 
Denmark Vesey, Gabriel Prosser, Nat 
Turner and others who led slave 
uprisings. 
Before Turner was hanged, he was 
asked if he realized his mistake. He 
replied. "Was not Christ crucified?” 
The scattered revolts brought a 
wave of new legislation forbidding 


slaves to read, write, preach or attend 
religious meetings after nightfall 
Known black preachers were put 
under close surveillance.

Says Indians Have A G ood Deal 


DEAR ABBY: You and SENSITIVE 
AND SAD can put away your guilt 
feelings about the American Indians. 
I have lived on an Indian reservation 
for the past 25 years, and find NO in­ 
justice or cruelty, unless it is to the 
non-Indians who live in states where 
reservations are located. 
All Indians are citizens of the United 
States, and allthough they receive all 
privileges any other citizen enjoys, 
they do not contribute for any of these 
privileges! 
In 1975, it cost the U.S. taxpayer 
$10,000 for each Indian family. At the 
present expanding rate, it will be 
$20,000 per family by 1980. Indians get 
FREE medical, hospital, dental and 
optical care from birth to death. They 
pay no state taxes on homes, cars, 
land, personal property or income. 
They may hunt and fish around the 
year-no bag limit, no license. They can 
receive FREE education from Head 
Start to Ph. D.’s They are given 
preferences on jobs; some ads read, 
‘‘tribal members only need apply.” 
They get wells drilled, sanitary 
facilities installed on ranches, farms 
and homes way from municipal 
facilities. All FREE. The list is end# 
less. 
Already in 1977, this reservation has 
received $2,600,000 in grants from 
HUD for 2500 members living here. 
This is over $1,000 for each man, 
woman, and child. This is over and 
above the other programs. They have 
more than a $4 million income from 
power sites, timber sales and grazing 
fees. 
Where else in the world can you get 
all this free, at taxpayers expense? 
So, rejoice; the Indians are doing 
O.K. Wish we had it so good. 
ENVIOUS ON THE RESERVATION 
DEAR ENVIOUS: You choose to 
submerge all feelings of sadness and 
guilt about the white man’s treatment 
of the American Indian as a result of 
your observation during the past 25 


years. And whether your observation 
tells a complete, accurate story of the 
650,000 Indians that today live on 275 
Indian reservations is a question upon 
which my readers may want to 
comment. (P.S. If you will send me 
your name and address, I will forward 
to you some of the mail that I expect.) 


DEAR ABBY: We live in one of the 
best neighborhoods in town. There is 
not one house on our block worth less 
than $75,000. Some new neighbors 
moved in next door, and I understand 
they bought the house for the asking 
price and paid CASH. 


They seem very nice, but they are 
weird. The first thing we noticed was 
that they didn’t have a television 
antenna, so my little boy asked their 
little boy about it, and he was told they 
didn’t have a television set! 


They have only one automobile (and 
a two-car garage!) and the father 
drives the car to work every day. The 
children and mother all use the bus. 
They rarely go anywhere, except to 
church. The wife doesn’t have any 
fancy clothes or jewelry or furs. The 
children aren’t permitted to have any 
toys dealing with war or violence. 
Could they 
belong to some offbeat 
religious cult? What do you make of 
them?

DEAR CURIOUS: Maybe they’ve 
just got cash, conservative standards, 
high moral principles and pacifistic 
ideas. 


They sound like ideal neighbors to 
me.

O f Stock 
Suit Asked 


NEW YORK (AP) - Terming the 
action “an empty exercise,” Bristol- 
Myers Co. has moved for dismissal of a 
stockholders suit seeking a report on 
the company’s marketing of powdered 
infant formulas in under-developed 
countries. 
The company said the plaintiffs, the 
Sisters of the Precious Blood, a 535- 
member Catholic order based in 
Dayton, Ohio, sought to use the suit as 
“a vehicle to further their worldwide 
publicity campaign on social issues 
related to breast feeding in Third 
World countries.” 


The Sisters of the Precious Blood 
and three other groups, all of which 
owned shares of Bristol-Myers stock, 
asked in a shareholders proposal last 
year that the company report on its 
infant formula sales. 
The proposal was defeated by a 25-1 
margin, but the plaintiffs sought an 
injunction to force a new stockholders 
meeting on the ground that there was 
false and misleading information in 
the proxy material issued by the 
company. 
They said the material should in­ 
dicate that the use of infant formulas 
“in developing countries may be 
linked to rising rates of malnutrition 
and infant mortality.” 
They also asked that the company 
say that mothers in such countries who 
abandon 
breast 
feeding 
“are 
sometimes unable to economically 
afford sufficient quantities of formula 
or do not have access to the necessary- 
sanitary conditions for the use of such 
formula.” 
U.S. District Judge Milton Pollack, 
who is assigned to the case, has not 
ruled on the company’s latest motion 
or set a trial date in the case.

A ir Tragedy 
Insurance 
Suits Zoom 


LONDON (AP) - The insurance bill 
for aviation’s worst disaster in which 
577 persons died could reach $240 
million, london insurers say. 
But the first two damage suits filed 
in California on behalf of victims of the 
crash are demanding more than $2 
billion. 
The $240 million total includes $63 
million for the Pan American and 
KLM jumbo jets that collided on a 
runway in the Canary Islands last 
Sunday, an estimated $137 million in 
damages to the families of the dead 
and to injured survivors, and an 
estimated $40 million on accident 
insurance policies taken out by in­ 
dividual victims. 
Insurance sources said both Pan 
American and KLM are signatories to 
agreements limiting their liability for 
each passenger to $58,000 damages and 
$17,000 to cover legal costs. But they 
said American passengers are subject 
to a U.S. law that removes the limit if 
negligence is shown. 
london insurance broker Julian 
Fraser said if one of the pilots or some 
other factor directly connected with 
either or both of the airlines is found to 
be to blame, compensation could be 
exceptionally high. 
Dutch officials investigating the 
collision have already conceded that 
the KLM pilot did not have permission 
from the airport control tower for the 
takeoff he had started.

Legislative Report

The Ohio House of Representatives 
approved legislation giving the 
General Assembly greater authority 
in reviewing rules and regulations 
issued by state agencies and depart­ 
ments. 


The legislation, House 
Bill 257 
sponsored 
by 
Youngstown 
Representative Tom Gilmartin, was 
passed Wednesday, March 30, by a 92 
to 2 vote and presently awaits Senate 
consideration. 
If enacted, the bill would permit the 
legislature to invalidate state agen­ 
cies’ rules by concurrent resolution. 
The measure would also create a joint, 
House-Senate committee to review 
rules issued by state government 
agencies. The committee would be 
composed of seven House members 
and seven Senate members and no 
more than four members from each 
chamber could be from the same 
political party. 
House Bill 257 is in response to the 
growing, unchecked authority of state 
agencies and departments which issue 
rules that have the near effect of law. 
Such rule-making bodies have be­ 
come quasi-legislatures operating out­ 
side the legislative process and the 
voters’ scrutiny. 
The bill would ensure that state 
agencies follow the intent of the 
General Assembly when the agencies 
are granted specific authority through 


legislation to issue rules to carry out 
legislative programs. Agencies which 
strayed from the direction designated 
them by the General Assembly could 
be put back on the track by the 
legislature under House Bill 257. 
During the last session of the 
General Assembly, legislation similar 
to House Bill 257 was approved by Ohio 
lawm akers, but was vetoed by 
Governor James Rhodes. Although the 
House subsequently overrode the veto, 
the Senate never made an override 
attempt. 
In another House action Wednesday, 
legislation to make Ohio eligible to 
receive federal funds to help low in­ 
come persons pay utility bills was 
approved by a 94 to 0 tally. 
The legislation, 
House 
Bill 450 
sponsored by Representative Dennis 
Eckart of Euclid, would require the 
Department of Public Welfare to 
amend the 1977 Comprehensive Annual 
Services Program Plan, to include 
utility services as matchable service 
costs. If the plan includes utility 
services, then federal funds would be 
available under the Title XX Social 
Services Programs to pay utility bills. 
The purpose of House Bill 450 is to 
utilize the federal funds available to 
Ohio to aid low income persons con­ 
fronted with high utility bills resulting 
from the unusually cold winter. 
The bill is now pending Senate ac­ 
tion.

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High Cost Of Dying Under Scrutiny 


By M UISE COOK

Americans spend an estimated $4 
billion a year on funerals and burial 
arrangements, and a growing number 
of people are asking whether the 
buyers are getting their money’s 
worth. 


“There are few, if any, purchases 
where the ultimate consumer is so 
disadvantaged or where his or her 
normal bargaining power is so diluted 
in a situation of such immediate 
need,” said the Seattle regional office 
of the Federal Trade Commission after 
a study of funeral and burial costs. 
On a nationwide basis, the FTC has 
proposed a series of regulations 
designed to give people more in­ 
form ation about funerals and to 
protect 
consum ers 
against 
un­ 
scrupulous operators. 
Many funeral directors have said the 


regulations are unnecessary. They say 
only a few of the nation’s 22,000 funeral 
directors are unscrupulous. “The FTC 
is trying to smear an entire industry 
for things that occur in a tiny fraction 
of cases,” said Robert D. Williams, 
president of International Funeral 
Services, Inc., of Des Moines, Iowa. 


A growing num ber of people, 
meanwhile, are searching for less- 
expensive funerals — and finding 
them. The federal Consumer Infor­ 
mation Center said that in just over six 
months it received 20,000 requests for 
“The Price of Death,” published by the 
Seattle office of the FTC, despite the 
fact that the booklet costs $1.05 and is 
one of the most expensive items 
distributed by the center. 


The National 
Funeral 
Directors 
Association, representing about 14,000 
funeral directors, said the average 
funeral in 1974 cost $1,207. That does 


not include expenses for the cemetery, 
flowers or a grave marker which can 
add another $800 or so. About half the 
funeral homes conducted less than IOO 
funerals a year, the association said, 
and the average funeral director made 
$18,700. 
Here are some guidelines about what 
to look for when planning for a funeral 
and burial. 
THE FUNERAL CEREMONY 
Funeral ceremonies are not required 
by law in the United States, but they 
have become a custom of most 
families. 
Funeral ceremonies can be held in a 
funeral parlor, a place of worship or a 
private home. The ceremony may be 
conducted by the funeral director, a 
clergyman or a friend of the deceased. 
Churches make no charge for the use 
of their facilities for funeral services; 
clergymen

receive 
an 
honorarium, ranging up to about $75.

books to guard against crank calls and 
an obvious belief by criminals that a 
woman head of a household represents 
an easy mark. 
Tranter told the committee his bill is 
very broad in its present language, but 
that he feels it would not accommodate 
giving sanction to the listing of persons 
known to be dead. Many women in 
such situations often list the initials of 
their given names, he pointed out.

The difference between a funeral 
ceremony and a memorial service is 
that the former takes place before 
burial, with the body present, while the 
latter is conducted without the 
presence of the deceased. 
PRICING 
There are several pricing methods 
used by funeral homes: single-unit, bi­ 
unit and item ization. Single-unit 
pricing means the customer is given 
one figure which includes everything. 
Bi-unit pricing means the funeral 
home divides its bill into two sections, 
one for services and one for the casket, 
usually the 
biggest 
item in 
the 
package. Funeral homes which 
itemize provide a list of the major 
components of the funeral and the cost 
for each one. 
Some funeral homes provide ser­ 
vices on a “cash advance” basis, 
paying third parties such as florists 
directly and billing customers later. 
Find out if there is a service charge for 
cash advance items. 
THE CASKET 
The price of a funeral is usually, 
determined by the price of the coffin 
and can nm from $100 to several 
thousand dollars, depending on the 
material used and the type of lining. 
Sealer caskets are usually more ex­ 
pensive. They are designed to be 
airtight or watertight, but they do not 
prevent decomposition of the remains. 
EMBALMING 
Replacing the blood with embalming 
fluid preserves the body for several 
days. It has no long-term effect.The 
FTC 
notes 
that 
embalming 
requirements vary from state to state. 
THE 
GRAVE 
There are about 9,000 active 
cemeteries in the United States, ac­ 
cording to the Seattle office of the FTC. 
More than onethird of the cemeteries 
are privately owned and operated; the 
rest are run by municipalities or 
nonprofit groups and may be cheaper. 
There also are 103 national cemeteries, 
about half of which have openings for 
additional burial of eligible veterans 
and some family members. 
As with coffins, charges run from 
$100 into the thousands. Cemeteries 
usually charge $100 to $250 for opening 
and closing the grave. 
THE GRAVE 
MARKER 
Grave markers are available from 
the cemetery where burial will take 
place or from an independent dealer. 
The first thing to decide is the type of 
material.

Hassle Over DES 
In Livestock Eyed 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
If 
proceedings go well, the drawnout 
hassle over the use of the chemical 
growth stimulant DES in livestock 
production could be settled one way or 
another by next fall, according to the 
Animal Health Institute. 
But the institute, a trade association 
that 
includes m anufacturers of 
veterinary biologics, says “there are 
too many possibilities for delays to 
forecast a conclusion date with any 
accuracy.” 
For years, the government has been 
cracking down on the use of DES — 
diethylstilbestrol — in animal feed 
because it persistently shows up in the 
livers of slaughtered livestock, mostly 
cattle but also some sheep. 
Because DES has caused cancer in 
laboratory animals after feeding it to 
them in large doses over extended 
periods, no trace of the chemical is 
permitted in food destined for human 
use. 
The ban on DES in food is the result 
of the so-called Delaney clause, 
adopted by Congress almost 20 years 
ago. It forbids food additives that have 
been shown to cuase cancer in humans 
or animals. 
Proceedings have been going on for 
many months on whether the Food and 
Drug Administration will ban DES 
entirely as a feed additive, used to 
promote faster growth in the animals. 
Another factor that could affect the 
future of DES is what Congress might 
do about the Delaney clause in the 
wake of a proposed ban on saccharin, 
the sugar substitute, which has been 
shown to cause cancer in rats during 
tests in Canada. 
The American National Cattlemen’s 
Association recently told Congress it 
should amend the law that authorizes 
the proposed ban on saccharin since it 
has “prevented the use of scientific 
judgment in making decisions on

Brazilian 
Chief's Action 
Under Fire 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (AP) - 
“He just took off the mask, th at’s all,” 
said one middle-class Brazilian after 
President Ernesto Geisel shut down 
Congress and gave himself power to 
legislate by decree. 
He and a group of dinner guests had 
just finished applauding G eisel’s 
emotional broadcast explaining his 
action Friday night. The host ex­ 
plained that while the president has 
the extra-constitutional powers given 
him by Institutional Act No. 5, known 
as AI-5, democracy in Brazil is just a 
mask. 
The group saw nothing contradictory 
in the president’s accusing the op­ 
position of acting as a “veritable 
d ictato rsh ip ’’ to justify his own 
exercise of dictatorial power. 
“ I’m with the president,” the host 
continued. “ He did what he had to do.” 
This is not the attitude of all 
Brazilians. There has been mounting 
pressure for the m ilitary-backed 
government to restore full democracy. 
Geisel, the 68-year-old general who 
became president three years ago, has 
rarely used AI-5 and has consistently 
promised a return to full democracy. 
He has perm itted far more political 
debate and press freedom than the 
three generals who preceded him in 
the presidency since the 1964 coup 
overthrew President Joao Goulart.

Janet Guthrie Seeks Acceptance 


NEW YORK (A P) — Janet Guthrie 
starts revving up the engine this week 
in the 198.7 miles per hour thunderbolt 
which she hopes to gun to victory in the 
Indianapolis 500, but she doesn't feel 
she is yet fully accepted as “ one of the 
gang.” 
The Gasoline Alley Gang. 
“ The initial hostility has subsided 
but it is still there,” said the 38-year- 
old physicist who dares think that she 
can crash the last formidable bastion 
of the male world. 
“ It is particularly true among the 
NASCAR (stock car) drivers.

“ They never came up, pointed a 
finger in my face and said, ‘Get out,’” 
she explained, “ but they might as well 
have done so. The stories are drifting 
back now — how they banged on the 
desks in the USAC offices, the nasty 
little things that I never knew until 
friends finally told me. 
“ It wasn't sabotage or anything that 
sinister. It seemed there was this 
subtle agreement not to ‘help that 
woman.’ 
“ The crew chief would go for a vital 
piece of equipment. He would be 
asked. ‘Is it for you or for her?’ The 


implication was that if it was for me, it 
was not available.” 
Miss Guthrie, an airline pilot’s 
daughter who developed a tough hide 
in road racing before she decided to 
take 
a 
stab 
at 
the 
big 
ovals, 
acknowledged that she will forever be 
grateful for the 
help 
and 
en­ 
couragement of her teammate, Dick 
Simon, and those two auto-racing 
phenoms, A .J. Foyt and Johnny 
Rutherford. 
“ Dick has been so vital — a real 
jewel,” she added. “ I ’ll never forget 
my first race against Johnny at 
Trenton last year. He told me later, 
‘You were the best rookie out there.’ 
And A.J. came up and said, ‘Kid, 
you’re okay.’ I almost blew my mind.” 
There are many drivers who have 
never spoken to her, she said, in­ 
cluding Bobby Unser. “ They refuse to 
recognize my 13 years’ experience and 
more than IOO races,” she added. “ I 
don’t ask any special treatment. I only 
want to be treated for what I am, a 
race driver. I think I can race with 


anybody.” 
Miss Guthrie was in New York over 
the weekend for a breather before 
taking off for Ontario, Calif., to shake 
down the Undsey Hopkins lightning 
which owner Rolla 
Vollstedt has

'Children's Village' Idea Rapped 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 
(AP) — An 
Austria-based international child care 
organization is proposing establish­ 
ment of a village for homeless children 
in Ohio, but is finding opposition from 
some American child care specialists. 
The organization is SOS Children’s 
Villages, 
a 
nonprofit 
group 
headquartered in Vienna with 130 
children’s villages in 59 countries. 
It has focused its search for an 
American location on the Columbus 
area, but also was to survey Cleveland, 
Akron, 
Toledo, 
Cincinnati, 
Youngstown and Dayton, Dieter H. 
Nordbruch, an SOS representative, 
said. 
The village would consist of seven 
houses for family-type living. Six to 
eight children of both sexes and a 
range of ages would live in each house 
under the direction of an SOS mother. 
Each house would have kitchen 
facilities and function as a complete 
living unit. 
Other village staff members would 
include an administrator, director, 
community center mother, kin­ 
dergarten nurse and part-time relief 
mothers. 
The village would accept children of 
all ages and care for them until 
adulthood. 
The facilty would be started with an 


interest-free $400,000 10-year loan 
from the Hermann Gmeiner fund and 
supported by public donations and 
contributions 
from 
foundations, 
businesses, and civic groups. Gmeiner 
founded the first village near Imst, 
Austria, in 1949. 
The stumbling block to the project 
has been disagreement on philosophy 
on care of homeless children. 
“ The idea of starting an SOS 
Children’s Village in the United States 
is inconsistent with good child-welfare 
practices in our country,” Alvin R. 
Hadley, director of services to family 
and children for the Franklin County 
Children Services, said. 
Institutionalization of children is the 
last step in public child care, he said. 
Preferred steps are reuniting children 
with parents, adoption by relatives and 
placement in foster homes, he said. 
“ It’s a basic philosophy that a child 
has a right to its own home,” Hadley 
said. 
The SOS Children’s Villages are 
good for developing countries, but 
inappropriate for the United States, 
maintains Joseph 
Reid, executive 
director of the Child Welfare League of 
America. 
In defense, Nordbruch says an SOS 
Children’s Village must be considered 
an alternative to foster care, not as an 


institution. 
“ We definitely want to be compared 
to a foster home,” he said. “ And there 
is a need in Ohio for more foster homes 
and foster parents.” 


Nordbruch said his organization is 
aware of the American trend to place 
children with families. 
“ I am confident of our concept,’’ he 
asserted. He said the villages hardly 
have a dropout rate and there are few 
runaways. 
He said the villages would house 
children that are hard to place for 
adoption, such as several children 
from one family, those with strong 
emotional disorders, and bi-racial 
children. 
The SOS organization has proposed 
construction of 20 new villages by 1979 
as its contribution to the United 
Nations observance of the Year of the 
Child.
